the currency to the free coinage of silver 
at 15 to 1, and tho sentiment prevailed 
'among the spectators. 


The. newspapers have distorted the pro- 


ceedings in. the accounts. 
There was no 


unfairness used toward the gold men. 
The silver men stated their intentions 
frankly and curried out those intentions. 


"Tho candidate is certainly tha great-

and he concluded by presenting a resolu- 
tion, euclor.siug tlie pint form, the candi- 
dates and the entire work of Llie demo- 
cratic convention at Chicago. 


The resolution was greeted with cheers

Thero 
ware bands of ruuElc, men carrying ban- 
ners with mottoes, complimentary to 
the Democratic leader, and flaga and 
bunting hanging from the front of the 
business houses and'dvrcIllnES, All day 
long excursion trains had been bringing 
ID peop>e from the surrounding country. 


From tha time Mr. Bryan and his 


family left Kansas City until they 
reached home, there was a continuous 
ovation.

"•s ft-cl for this magnificent compliment. 
I say 'we' because those 
"who have 


tliared my struggles deserve the 
full 
share oC all the honors that m^ycometo 
ine. This scene tonlght^jecallg' the day 
nine years ago this month, when by 
accident, ratlier than design, I flrst set 
loot within the limits of the city of 
Lincoln. I remember the day. because 
I fell In love with the town, and then 
made the resolve to make It my future 
home. I ce.me among you a stranger 
In a strange land, end yet no people have 
ever treated a stranger more kindly than 
you have treated me. 


"But I desire to express not only our 


grateful appreciation of all ths kindness, 
social and jiolit'.cal, that you have shown 
us, bu* to give "o you this assurance that 
If by the suffrages of my countrymen I, 
for a short time, occupy the most hon- 
orable position within the gift of the 
people, that I ohsU return to the people 
who first took me in their arms.

The Militia Charged Upon the 


Riotous Mob; 


MOEE TEOTTBLE 
TEABED B7 


THE AUTHOBITIES 


Unless the Present Disturb- 
ance be Promptly Quelled. 


Cleveland, Julj- IS. — This has been 


another turbulent clay in the vjclnitv of 
the Brown coinjiany's work3. There 
were several incipient riots, and last 
evening there was an open conflict be- 
tween tlie mob and militia, It being 
necessary to put 1000 men to flight at the 
point of the bayonet. The trouble be- 
i;an In the Corenoon, when Patrolman 
Gunther and Carri were surrounded by 
a mob o£ rioters and threatened with 
death. The officers held the mob at bay 
until help carne, and oric of the leaders 
was arrested. 
In the afternoon 
two 


militiamen on a street car, on their way 
to do picket duty, were set upon by a 
dozen men. The soldiers were unarmed 
s.t the time, but they used their fists to 
such good advantage that they drove 
their assailants from the car. Subse- 
quently thre-i of the rioters were ar- 
rested. 


Last erenlnp.. when the non-union 


men were taken from the works. Cap- 
tain Zimmerman, with a company oJ 
m'lltla. cleared the street. Afterward 
the soldiers returned to the works, and 
a crowd of 1000 men gathered in a vacant 
lot across the street. They assailed the 
militiamen with vile epithets, and finally 
eumebody suggested that the soldiers be 
stoned. 
Captain Zimmerman said he 


was waiting for the stone throwing to 
begin. Jnst then a rock grazed his cap. 
Then the order to charge was given, and 
tile soldiers plunged forward. The 
crowd broke and started to run. but all 
could not get away t'rom the soldit-Ts. 
At least a dozen were bayoneted, and 
some at them were seriously hurt. The 
Injured were hustled away so quickly 
that It was impossible to learn the names 
of any o£ them. The situation is now 
U(,-l;er that It has been at any time yet- 
The mobs are growing: desperate, and the 
troops have lost patience. It is expected 
that there will be some shooting If thura 
Is any further show of violence toward 
the troops. 


A squad of four militiamen, of Com- 


pany I, was returning home shortly 
after 6 o'clock last evening, after hav- 
ing escorted men from the works, when 
one of them separated from the others 
near East ?iladlson avenue. 
He was 


noticed by strikers, and a small crowd 
followed him, hooting and Jeering-- By 
the time he rea.ch.ed Jaete's block, on 
1 Hamilton street, the mob bad grown to 
4000 or 5000, and stones were thrown. The 
soldier had only his Bide arms, and nui 
Into a. grocery store to ecsape. The 
crowd threatened to tear down the build- 
Ing, and he came out. Special Officer 
Murphy appeared and started to escort 


• the militiaman to the patrol box,. th:i.t 
police assistance might be summoned, 
but the mob encompassed them, and ac- 
tacked them with stones, sticks and 
fists. 
Meanwhile word of the. trouble 


had been gent to the mllltla at the Brown 
works, and .Company F hastened to the 
rescue. 


At double quick, with rifles at charge 


: bayonets, they rushed at the crowi!. 
clearing thestreet quickly, A number 
of men and boys were stabbed wltfi 
bayonets,

At the depot the 
train was met by United States Consul 
Derby, Vice Consul Jowett, Mayor Rob- 
ertson, and a large number of leading 
citizens. The body, which was enclosed 
In a large box, was taken to the Uni- 
tarian church. It remained there until 
this morning, when It was taken to the 
depot at 6:30 and put on board tho Flying 
Yankee for Boston, due In that city at 
9:30 tonight. 


The body Is enclosed in Ice. It was In- 


tended to havu the body embalmed here 
and placed In a casket, but after a con- 
sultation between doctors and an under- 
taker It was thought best to send the 
body through to Boston without dis- 
turbing It. 


"W. E. Russell had many friends In this 


city. He visited this city every year on 
his way to the fishing grounds, often ac- 
companied by Joe Jefferson,

ways remained a few days, so that many 
citizens.
